Buck application to severance 140 acres from a 230 acre parcel, however, the 
severance application to split the remaining 90 acres into two parcels, one 
containing the farm buildings and 30 acres of land and the balance consis- 
ting of 60 acres of vacant farmland was denied by the committee. 

Oxford County Council advised that Restricted Area By-law 249-79 
(John Mitchell) conforms with the Official Plan of the Oxford County 
Planning Area. 

The County Planning Department informed Council that Mr. & Mrs. William 
Vink withdrew their draft approval for a proposed subdivision in the south 
east area of Drumbo. 

Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations advised that under The 
Cemetaries Act, it is required that an application for establishment or 
enlargement of a cemetery, mausoleum, columbarium, or crematorium be made 
in writing to the Council of the municipality in order that Council may 
express their opinion to the Ministry on the proposed expansion. 
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The Township of Burford advised that they instructed the Engineer to 
retender the Milleville Drain, Branch C and part A which affects rate- 
payers in Blandford-Blenheim, since the only bid received from a previous 
tender call was more than 33% above the Engineer's original estimate. 

A petition for drainage works in Part of Lots 5, 6, and 7, Concessions 
11 and 12 (Blenheim) was presented by the owners of the majority of lands 
considered to be in the watershed. 

Grand River Conservation Authority advised that the mapping for the 
Horner Creek flooding problem has been completed and the authority is 
presently proceeding with the engineering study. 

Town of Lincoln requested Council to support a resolution they passed 
petitioning the Ontario Government to have the Municipal Act amended to 
allow Municipalities to change interest at the rate of 1*5% per month on 
overdue taxes.

Hydrology Consultants Limited enclosed a report on their findings after 
conducting the second test drill on the proposed Taylor subdivision in 
Drumbo. The second well located in the south east area of the subdivision 
was drilled to a depth of 142 feet and along with the other well in the 
north west area of the subdivision will adequately provide a sufficient 
water supply to the proposed development. 

The Oxford County Planning Department advised that, due to error in 
the Grand River Conservation Authority's floodline in Plattsville, the 
Authority requested the County to amend a clause in the draft approval of 
the subdivision that would require the developer to submit grading plans 
for the subdivision for the Authority's review and approval prior to on- 
site grading.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 
Robert Gilholm and Councillors Jeff Brittain, John English, Brian Hanna, 
and Ken Howling were in attendance . 

Minutes of the January 25th, 1979 special meeting concerning the 
passing of a by-law to assess actual costs for constructing the Bright- 
Hewitt Drainage Works and the February 7th, 1979 regular Council meeting 
were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of two severance 
applications that affect Blandford-Blenheim. The first application was 
submitted by William Vink and the second application by Donald Anderson. 

County Land Division Committee notified Council that a Public Hearing 
will be held at the Court House in Woodstock on Tuesday, February 27th, 
1979 concerning the Grant Butcher and Gordon Barron (Banbury property) 
applications for severance. 

The Committee of Adjustment for the Township of South Dumfries advised 
that Austin Parnall, owner of Lot 38, Concession 3 immediately east of 
the boundary Road between Blandford-Blenheim and South Dumfries, made 
application to sever 75% acres of vacant land and retain Ah acres where 
the house and outbuildings are located for retirement purposes . 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved Rezoning By-law Number 244-78. 
This by-law rezoned a 15 acre parcel of land located in Lot 9, Concession 
8 to Restricted Estate Residential, which will permit a maximum of One (1) 
single family dwelling on the property. 

David J.B. Stock, Township Solicitor, advised Council that, as a result 
of a Court Hearing concerning the erection of the second house on a lot 
without proper zoning amendments and a building permit, a Judgement in 
the amount of $100.00 plus Court costs was obtained against Adrian 
Marynissen. 

Bruce Halliday, M.P. for Oxford acknowledged receipt of Township 
Council's resolution giving their support to a resolutionfrom the Leeds 
and Grenville County Mutual Aid Fire Service Association with respect to 
the tax exemption for voluntary fire fighters. Mr. Halliday further 
advised that he supported the proposal and that he would send comments 
to the Hon. Jean Chretien, Minister of Finance outlining the Township's 
support in the matter . 

Council received a letter from Harper, Villemaire, Nowak, Solicitors 
for LeRoy Currah in Bright concerning damages for well water supply 
interference. The letter advised that, if full compensation is not 
paid to Mr. Currah within 10 days, a Court action will be proceeded with 
against the Township for damages. Council instructed the Clerk to obtain 
a legal opinion from the Township Solicitor in the matter and also advise 
Currah 's lawyers that a decision will be made at the next regular Council 
meeting scheduled for March 7th, 1979. 

The Drumbo Community Centres Committee, a newly formed Committee 
established to investigate the feasibility of erecting a Community 
Centre in Drumbo, requested that representatives be appointed from Council . 

Ministry of Intergovernmental Affairs for the seventh consecutive year 
is sponsoring a program in 1979 entitled "Involvement in Municipal 
Administration", designed to give students at University and Community 
College Levels an opportunity to obtain meaningful employment in local 
government. The Province funds a maximum of $125.00 per week for a 
20 week maximum period of the student's salary. Council authorized the 
Clerk to make an application to participate in the program and hire a 
student to compile records and research the operations of the cemeteries, 
both active and abandoned, in the Municipality. The purpose of the 
program would be to obtain all information possible and keep a file at 
the Township Office for future reference in case records of the individual 
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cemetery boards are destroyed through fire, etc. 

Ian Matthew, Manager of Operations for the Canada Sand Papers Limited 
Company thanked Council for their concern with the Parking problem on 
Albert Street. He suggested that if parking problems continue that steps 
be taken to enforce the parking by-law since there is adequate parking 
available for the plant employees behind the factory. 

County of Oxford enclosed a copy of By-law No. 2258-79 establishing 
an Interim Levy for 1979 on all Area Municipalities in the County. The 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim is required to pay $73,226.00 on March 
23rd and $73,227.00 on June 22nd. 

The County of Oxford requested a copy of the Township's Crest in order 
that the County Warden may obtain a chain of Office.

Council met at the Township Office at 9:30 a.m. for their first regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 
Robert Gilholm and Councillors Jeff Brittain, John English, Brian Hanna, 
and Kenn Howling were in attendance . 

Minutes of the February 21st, 1979 regular meeting were adopted as 
printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council of an application 
for severance, submitted by Mr. Cveta Jokic, to preserve a previous severance. 
County Land Division Committee notified Council that a Public Hearing will 
be held at the Court House in Woodstock on Tuesday, March 13, 1979 concerning 
the William Vink application for severance. 

The Land Division Committee granted the Gordon Barron (Banbury property) 
application for severance, provided the severed lands are conveyed to the 
abutting land owner and held in identical ownership to the said owner's 
existing property, and the retained lands are placed in an appropriate 
residential designation. The Grant Butcher application for a residential 
lot was denied by the Committee. 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved rezoning By-law Number 249-79. 
This by-law changed the zoning on a recently severed land-locked parcel to 
Rural Residential on the John Mitchell property. 

The County of Oxford Planning Department enclosed a copy of the Plattsville 
draft approved plan of subdivision that showed modifications to a redesign 
of the cul-de-sac from the northerly Street B to the Southerly Street A. 
The modification also showed the development in two phases; the First Phase 
consisting of 40 single family dwelling lots and two semi-detached lots for 
a total of 44 residential units. 

The County of Oxford advised that they adopted the following resolution 
at their February 28, 1979 regular Council meeting: "That the County pay 
in addition to the General Levy of the Conservation Authorities, admini- 
stration, maintenance and operation costs, as well as major maintenance for 
the area Municipalities. That all special projects undertaken by Conserva- 
tion Authorities, on behalf of any Municipality, be paid by the benefiting 
Municipality. 

The County of Oxford requested the Township to nominate a person to 
serve on an ad hoc committee consisting of one representative of each 
Municipality to discuss solid wast management in the County, and bring a 
firm recommendation to County Council by the first Council meeting in June, 
1979. 

The County Planning Commissioner advised Council that a proposed creative 
Arts Centre on the SH of Lot 16, Concession 12 (Blenheim) would have to 
be added to the CI (General Commercial) zone in By-law Number 1529, as 
amended, provided Council was willing to amend the zoning on the lands 
presently owned by the Ministry of the Environment. 

The Grand River Conservation Authority approved the erection of a 
structure required to house the Plattsville Municipal well and water pump 
house and the placing of fill material in Lot 19, Concession 13 (Blenheim), 



i west of Plattsville. 



The County of Oxford Engineer, Mr. Don Pratt, recommended that the 
Township try to trim the slope by the cemetery located in Lot 7, Concession 
4 (Blenheim) to improve visibility for southbound traffic on the h Townline 
Road, since the stop signs have been changed to make the Road Allowance 
between Concessions 3 and 4 a through road. 

The Canadian Transport Commission acknowledged receipt of the Township's 
resolution to the Secretary of the Railway Transport Committee supporting 
C.N.R.'s application to abandon the Drumbo Subdivision from Paris to 
Tavistock. The Commission advised that at the present time other priorities 
preclude processing of the subject C.N.R. application in the immediate 
future .

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The Advisory Council for the Ontario Medal for Good Citizenship Award 
acknowledged receipt of Council's nomination of Road Superintendent, Mr. 
Herb Balkwill. The Advisory Council will meet in early, June, 1979 to 
select the 12 recipients of the Medal. 

Elmer Poll, New Dundee, requested Council to increase the limit of 
pit run gravel tonnage from 25,000 tons of material to 50,000 tons of 
material on a Commercial Pit located in Part of the North Half of Lot 
3, Concession 14 (Blenheim) on the G. Lenz property. 

The Office of the Fire Marshall will be conducting a 13 week, one 
night per week, fire prevention school in Woodstock, provided there is a 
sufficient number of applicants. 

Den Mar Brines Limited submitted a quote for applying salt brine dust 
control on the Township's Roads in 1979. The price per barrel delivered 
and spread will be $1.66 an increase of .15C per barrel over the 1978 rate. 

Bell Canada enclosed a statement of Gross Receipts payable to the 
Township in 1979 that showed a total of $38,007.80, an increase of $4,954.15 
over the 1978 figure Bell Canada paid. 

Council approved the 1979 Road Budget in the amount of $596,550.00. 
The Maintenance portion of the budget amounts to $358,000.00 and the 
construction portion of the budget is $238,550.00. Highlights of the 
Construction program for 1979 are: Paving the Northerly portion of the 
Hofstetter Road located between Lots 16, and 17, Concession 14 and various 
streets in Bright. Preparing the base on approximately 2 miles of the 
Eastwood sideroad and one mile of the Wolverton Road east of County Road 
#3 between Concessions 7 and 8. Completion of the Boundary Bridge between 
East Zorra-Tavistock and Blandford-Blenheim, payment for the C.P.R. 
signals on the Gobies and Eastwood sideroads and the balance of payment 
for the new Dump Truck.

The 
request for supplementary is to be used to complete the 5th Line Road 
bridge, east of Richwood. 

The Regional Assessment Office in London enclosed final 1978 apportion- 
ment assessment figures and 1979 estimates for apportionment purposes in 
the Township.

Council met at the Township Office at 7:00 p.m. for their second regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 
Robert Gilholm and Councillors Jeff Brit tain, John English, Brian Hanna and 
Kenn Howling were in attendance. 

Minutes of the April 30th, 1979 special budget meeting and the May 2nd, 
1979 regular Council meeting were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council that applications 
for severance were submitted by James Knarr (Washington), Magee Farms Ltd., 
Willis Rogers, Donald Robson, and Raymond Skillings. The Land Division 
Committee advised that a Public Hearing will be held May 22, 1979 at the 
Court House in Woodstock concerning the application for severance submitted 
by North Blenheim Farmers Mutual Insurance Co. The Land Division Committee 
advised that the Kenneth Hughes application for severance was deferred at 
the request of the applicant's Solicitor. 

Ontario Municipal Board advised that Mr. Glenford Skillings withdrew his 
appeal on the Oxford County Land Division Committee's decision not to grant 
a severance of a 100 acre parcel of land into two - 50 acre parcels in Lot 
23, Concession 7 (Blenheim) . The Board issued an order dismissing the 

appeal . 

Oxford County Council advised that Restricted Area By-law 270-79 
(Earl Hunter) conforms with the Official Plan of the Oxford County Planning 
Area. 

Ministry of Housing informed Council that the new Official Plan for the 
Oxford County Planning Area has been partially approved with modifications 
by the Minister on April 17th, 1979 pursuant to the Planning Act.

Township Solicitor, David Stock, Q.C. advised Council that the fence 
erected by Mr. Ben Duncan on the west side of the Centre Street unopened 
road allowance between the Roger Sellers property and the street should 
be removed. The Solicitor suggested that Mr. Ben Duncan be requested to 
remove the fence by July 1st, 1979. Council accepted the Solicitor's 
comments and instructed the Clerk to send a letter t<& Mr. Duncan advising 
him of the same. 

David Stock, Q.C. also advised that the Township should send a registered 
letter to Forrest Estate Home Sales Inc. (Kenneth Hughes) and the new owners 
of Forrest Estates, 394075 Ontario Limited advising that the terms of the 
Development Agreement must be completed by June 15th, 1979 or letter of 
credit in the amount of $1,500.00 will be drawn on by the Municipality to 
correct the deficient items. 

Bright Sand and Gravel requested Council to consider selling approximately 
1,000 yards of topsoil from the Sewage Lagoon site at Plattsville for the 
purpose of reclaiming the way-side pit where the gravel was obtained for 
installation of the sewage works.

Plattsville and District Board of Trade expressed their desire to obtain 
title to a lot owned by the Municipality in Plattsville for the purpose of 
erecting a medical centre.

Council did not make a decision on the request since the property has a 
covenant stating that the lands are to be used for public purposes only 
when they were deeded to the municipality from the Province of Ontario.

Ministry of Transportation and Communication recommended that Council 
consider arranging for a Professional Engineer to do the analysis of 
bridges that have been rated in the 7-9 ton and 10-17 ton categories which 
have not already been scheduled for repairs. 

Bulk-Store Structures Ltd. submitted a firm quotation in the amount of 
$38,500.00 for one (1) pre-f abricated 90' Diameter sand dome. Council will 
review the quote at their next regular Council meeting. 

K. Smart Associates Limited enclosed 193 copies of the Plattsville 
Drainage Works report, specifications and plans. The report will be 
considered at the Plattsville Town Hall on Tuesday, June 26th, 1979 at 
8:00 p.m. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications questionned the feasibility 
of a contractor's ability to bore a crossing under the 4 01 Highway due to 
» the materials under the highway concerning the Duncan Drain. K. Smart, 

^ P. Eng. will negotiate with the Ministry of the most suitable method of 

providing drainage outlet for the lands south of the highway. 

^— Allen Kipp, Fire Chief submitted a cost estimate of $2,000.00 for re- 

placing the two overhead doors on the Princeton Fire Hall. Council approved 
the expenditure as per the budget estimate for the repair. 

Council authorized K. Smart Associates Ltd. to prepare a cost estimate 
on building a new fire station in Bright as per the plans submitted to 
Council by the fire department. 
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Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to Mr. Andy 
Dynerowicz of Wolverton to place new fill material and erect a new single 
family dwelling on Part of Lot 8, Concession 8 (Blenheim) . 

Council authorized a $100.00 grant to the Field-Springer Disaster 
Relief Fund. The Ontario Government will subsidize the Disaster Fund on 
a four to one basis. 

The Regional Municipality of York requested Council to support their 
resolution petitioning the Province to amend their Municipal assistance 
programme to be on a formula or unconditional basis rather than the present 
conditional grants formula.

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority advised that they have a 
surplus of silver maple saplings 6-8 feet in height and up to 2 inches in 
diameter for sale to interested municipalities at a cost of $1.00 each.

Mr. Richard Awde, Bright, Ontario requested Council to stop up and close 
the public laneway on the south side of Murray Street in Bright. Council 
agreed to take steps to close the lane provided all expenses incurred in 
the matter were assumed by Mr. Awde. 

In the forenoon Dr. Hans Luyken attended representing the Plattsville 
and District Board of Trade regarding the lot south of the Plattsville 
Arena Parking lot for the purposes of erecting a medical centre for Plattsville 
Mr. Kenn Smart, P.ENG. attended the Drainage Court of Revision on the 
Duncan Drain.

Minutes of the June 26th, 1979 special meeting held at the Plattsville 
Town Hall concerning the consideration of the Plattsville Drainage Works 
report as prepared by K. Smart Associates Ltd., and the July 4th, 1979 
regular Council meeting were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 



Oxford County Land Division Committee informed Council that applications 
for severance were submitted by Barry Horensma and Mrs. Georgina Mitchell. 

The Land Division Committee advised that a Public Hearing will be held 
July 24th, 19 79 at the Court House in Woodstock to consider the Hugh Hall 
and Marcel DePauw applications for severance. 

The Land Division Committee denied the Leona Kezy application for 
severance of a residential lot. The Committee also advised that Martin 
Stewart withdrew his application for a residential lot. 

The County of Oxford Planning Department recommended that no objection 
be registered with the Township concerning the reduction of lot frontage 
of 8.7 feet on a residential lot located in Part of the North Half of 
Lot 13, Concession 6 (Blenheim) on the Ray Harmer property. County Council 
adopted the recommendation at their July 11th, 1979 meeting. 

The County of Oxford Planning Department requested Council to support 
their application to the Ministry of Housing for a grant to prepare new 
zoning by-laws for all the municipalities in the County. The purpose of 
amending the zoning by-laws is three-fold: 

1. to bring the zoning by-laws into conformity with the new County 
Official Plan; 

2. to improve the system of mapping for consolidation purposes; and 

3. to convert the by-laws to metric dimensions. 

Oxford County Board of Health advised that swimming pools installed 
for public use must be approved by the Ministry of Health with respect to 
the provisions of the Regulation governing pools. 

County of Oxford enclosed a declaration to be signed by the Treasurer 
concerning the request by the Township for $91,071.02 for municipal drain 
charges through the County debenture sale. 

Minister of Revenue, Lome Maeck enclosed a copy of the new 1979 
assessment equalization factors. The factors and the equalized assessments 
on which they are based, will ensure a more equitable distribution of 
Provincial grants to municipalities and school boards in 1980. The 
factors also form a basis for apportionments of shared costs for upper tier 
municipalities as well as school boards. 

Frank Cowan Company Limited enclosed comments with regard to several 
questions raised at the general insurance review plus a quotation on the 
Plattsville Arena.

The Land Division Committee granted the Hugh Hall application for severance 
provided the retained lots are connected to the municipal water and sanitary 
sewers. The Committee denied the Marcel DePauw application for severance in 
Lot 1, Concession 3 (Blandford) . 

The Ontario Municipal Board enclosed a copy of an order approving re- 
zoning By-law Number 277-79 (Morris Vervaecke Jr.). The property located in 
Lot 1, Concession 4 (Blandford) is now zoned Rural Residential and will 
permit the erection of one single family dwelling. 

Upper Thames River Conservation Authority advised that they have no 
objection to Rezoning By-law Number 276-79 being a by-law to amend the text 
of zoning By-law Number 1529.

Oxford County Land Division Committee advised Council that a Public 
Hearing will be held on September 11th, 1979 at the Court House in Woodstock 
concerning the Harry Hughes and Walter Burbank applications for severance. 

The Land Division Committee denied the Barry Horensma and Mrs. Georgina 
Mitchell applications for severance. 

Oxford County Council advised that they have no objection to the proposal 
made by the Township for construction of a public meeting hall in conjunction 
with the new fire hall on the property recently sold by the County to the 
Township.

Centre exceeded the original estimates. Be it Resolved that Council 
agrees to add an additional $12,500.00 towards the fire hall portion of 
the project.

Paul Weber Construction Limited advised that if volunteers in the 
Bright Area would provide labour on certain areas of the building construc- 
tion a credit would be forthcoming. Mr. Weber enclosed a detailed break- 
down of the areas where community labour could be provided. The total 
amount in donated labour was $6,966.0 3, which could be credited to the 
amount of money required from the Community. 

The total project cost is now estimated at $108,000.00. The breakdown 
of revenue and expenditures is listed below.

The Oxford County Land Division Committee advised Council that applica- 
tions for severance were submitted by John Blake, Grace Polisak and Claude 

Hergott . 

The Ontario Municipal Board approved rezoning by-law number 290-79 
(Ross Smith) . 

Township of North Dumfries enclosed a copy of By-law Number 407-79 
concerning definitions of a pits, quarry or wayside pits. 

Grand River Conservation Authority granted permission to Woodstock Feed 
Company Limited to build a new storage building in Lot 2 according to 
Registered Plan 57, and also approval was received for the Municipality to 
place fill material at the bridge located in Lot 18, on the Concession Road 
between Concessions 11 and 12. 

The Town of Valley East requested Council's endorsation regarding 
petitioning the Ministry of Transportation and Communications to review the 
present policy of allowing school children to cross highways with more than 
two lanes. Council moved to note and file the correspondence. 

The Boy Scouts of Canada advised, by resolution, that they would be 
willing to pay 35% of riverbank repairs to the Peace Haven Scout Camp east 
of Drumbo, not to exceed $7,000.00. The balance of the cost in repairing 
the riverbank would be assumed by the Grand River Conservation Authority 
and the Province of Ontario. Council endorsed the resolution and passed 
their own resolution requesting the G.R.C.A. to complete the work to control 
erosion in the area. 

Ministry of Natural Resources advised that Bright Sand and Gravel was 
permitted to operate a wayside pit in Part of Lot 19, Concession 12,

Ministry of the Environment advised that effective April 1st, 1980 they 
will no longer be responsible for certifying Derelict Motor Vehicle Sites. 

David J.B. Stock, Township Solicitor advised that the Municipality is 
required to pay Forrest Estates Home Sales Inc. a sum of $425.30 as a result 
of a Small Claims Court decision concerning land & crop damages payable on 
the Hughes Drain 1978. 

The Township received $9,500.00 cash and promissory notes totalling

Centre building project. 

On request of the Township, K. Smart Associates Limited, enclosed a report 
on their findings of the house foundation on the Vern Gee property.

Ministry of Natural Resources advised that in the calendar year a review 
and possible revision of the current fee guidelines for Regulated Townships 
Licence fees will be conducted in view of rising administrative and wildlife 
management costs experienced by many municipalities.

K. Smart, P. Eng. reported cost estimates for replacing Bridge 16 at 
Lot 3, Concessions 9 and 10 (Blandford) . The bridge was damaged by a 
bulldozer and cost estimates to replace the complete structure range from 
$72,000.00 up to $105,000.00 depending on whether corrugated steel pipe or 
concrete is used. 

Council requested that the Engineering firms of Parker Consultants, 
McCormick, Rankin & Associates and K. Smart Associates be requested to 
submit cost estimates on providing a road needs study update and conversion 
to metric. 

Council requested that the Grand River Conservation Authority be invited 
to discuss their report on the flooding of Homers Creek at the 5th Line 
Bridge. 

Three tenders were received for the pick-up of garbage in the Municipality, 
Council reviewed the 4 year quotations received. The 2 year quotations 
contained the same prices as year 1 and 2 in the 4 year contract.

Council met at 7:00 p.m. at the Township Office for their second regular 
meeting of the month. Mayor Ross Livingston presided, Councillor-at-Large 
Robert Gilholm and Councillors Jeff Brittain, Ed Down, John English, Brian 
Hanna and Kenn Howling were in attendance » 

Minutes of the December 5th, 1979 regular Council meeting and the December 
13th, 1979 special Council meeting, concerning the Plattsville Drainage 
Works, and other Council business were adopted as printed and circulated. 

CORRESPONDENCE : 

County of Oxford Land Division Committee advised that Joseph Fekete 
submitted an application for severance to enlarge the existing Marcel 
Pomerleau property. 

Oxford County Council advised that Restricted Area By-law Numbers 300-79, 
301-79, 303-79, and 304-79 conform with the Official Plan of the Oxford 
Planning Area. 

County of Oxford Planning Department gave draft approval to a plan of 
subdivision submitted by S.B. McLaughlin Association in the City of Woodstock 
Lot 15, Concession 1, of the former Township of Blandford, on the north side 
of Dundas Street (Highway No. 2) . 

The Ontario Municipal Board appointed Wednesday, February 6th, 1980 at 
11:00 a.m. at the Township Office in Drumbo for a hearing of all parties 
interested in supporting or opposing Restricted Area By-law 283-79 (Plattsville 
Subdivision) . 

Township Solicitor, David J.B. Stock, advised that the municipality should 
pass a by-law authorizing the sale of Lot 40, Plan 152 (Bright) to the 
director of the V.L.A. 

K. Smart Associates Limited advised that the Duncan Drain is substanti- 
ally completed, therefore, a completion certificate evidencing practical 
completion was issued with a 5% holdback on the contract price. 

K. Smart Associates Limited enclosed a report on the revisions of the 
assessment schedules for the Drumbo Drain and the Burgess Lake Drain for 
the three recently severed lots on the Ray Harmer property located in the 
North Half of Lot 13, Concession 6 (Blenheim) . 

A petition was presented by the majority of the ratepayers in Lots 2 
and 3, Concessions 11 and 12 in the former Township of Blandford requesting 
drainage of the area. 

Oxford County Council tabled a recommendation from the Administration 
and Finance; and Public Works Committee concerning water systems in the 
County and who has the responsibility for operating same. The County 
requested the Township to present a written submission on the topic, 
setting out the Township's views. Council will deal with the matter at a 
subsequent meeting. 

Ministry of Transportation and Communications advised that they are 
unable to approve the Township's request for supplementary subsidy to offset 
the costs incurred during the tornado clean-up. 

Grand River Conservation Authority enclosed a 1979 Directory and 1979 

attendance summary for authority memebers. 

Ministry of Treasury and Economics enclosed application forms and 
information regarding application for unconditional grant entitlements in 
1980. 

The Honourable Lome Maeck, Minister of Revenue, advised that the 1979 
assessment roll for 19 80 taxation will be delivered to the municipality 
January 22, 1980. Assessment notices will be delivered to all owners 
and tenants not later than January 7, 1980. 
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An application to manage and conduct a Raffle Lottery was submitted by 
the Drumbo Community Centre Finance Committee to raise funds for the Drumbo 
Community Centre. The total prize value will be $12,000.00. Council had 
no objection to the lottery. 

Tenders were received for crushing, hauling, and spreading gravel on 
the Township Roads in 1980 from V.W. Ruckle Construction Limited, Conway 
Consolidated Sand and Gravel Limited, and James Murray Construction Limited. 
Council deferred decision on the tenders until their January 2, 19 80 meeting. 

Herb Balkwill reported to Council that the cost to replace damaged 
(vandalism) or stolen signs in 1979 was $2,954.11. 

Council received a bill from Bruce Main totalling $890.00 for expenses 
incurred through the issuance of Building Permit #139-79 on November 6, 
1979. The permit was revoked on November 12, 1979. Council requested Mr. 
Main to submit bills from the various companies to substantiate the claim 
before a decision is made. 

Council authorized the Clerk to contact Lerner & Associates and request 
that an appraisal be conducted of the property known as the Horse Show 
grounds in Plattsville. Council further requested that the appraisal be 
conducted by a person from Oxford County.
